Steve Skinner, a captain at the 
Grant County Detention Center, 
filed a lawsuit alleging sexual 
harassment and abuse of power 
against Grant County Jailer Terry 
Peeples last week. 

Skinner claims that Peeples 
falsified business records, misap¬ 
propriated funds and installed 
hidden recording devices to spy 
on employees. 


“I deny the allegations because 
they are false,” Peeples said. 

Skinner said that when he was 
commanded by Peeples to take 
over accounting and human 
resources duties and upon review¬ 
ing the GCDC records he “imme¬ 
diately reported to Peeples that 
there were some significant and 
serious accounting issues that 
needed to be addressed, including 
that fact that bills exceeded the 
jail’s balance and that there was a 
large amount of monies that were 


missing.” 

Peeples contends that Skinner 
was the overseer on the jail’s can¬ 
teen fund and when Peeples 
became suspicious of fund activ¬ 
ity, he requested an audit on the 
account through the Grant County 


Fiscal Court. 

Results from that audit have 
not yet been released. 

Peeples said the jail has three 
separate funds - a general fund, 
where all incoming expenditures 
for the jail are paid from, which is 


handled by the Grant County 
Fiscal Court; a trust fund, that 
secures all incoming inmate 
money and a canteen fund, which 
is used for the inmates’ benefit. 

The lawsuit alleges that 
Skinner observed Peeples “con¬ 
tinuously making sexually 
charged comments and sexual 
solicitations, as well as sexually 
touching several female employ¬ 
ees at the detention center includ¬ 
ing 10 female employees.”

the turnip 





I t looks like this late turnip crop is going to be a 
good one thanks to cool temperatures and adequate 
rain fall. I may even have some little ones ready in 
honor of Halloween this year, too, even though they 
will only be salad size. What does the turnip have to do 
with Halloween you may ask? Well, they just may be 
more authentic than that pumpkin on the porch. 

Pumpkins have been for sale for weeks and chil¬ 
dren have decided on costumes but somewhere in the 
middle of it all is the story of All Hallow’s Eve. Hal¬ 
loween, as it is known today, has its origins in some¬ 
thing a bit more interesting than just pumpkin carving 
and candy collecting. In fact, the evening’s festivities 
marked the beginning of winter for the Dmids, an an¬ 
cient Celtic race. 

The Druids were essentially reacting to a belief 
that the souls of the dead returned to wander among 
the living for one night. The Dmids would light huge 
bonfires and dress up to both acknowledge and scare 
the ghostly beings away from their homes. When Irish 
immigrants came to North America they brought All 
Hallow’s Eve with them; their children brought the tra¬ 
dition of carving the Jack-o-lantem. 

Irish legend has it that a drunkard named Jack was 
the first to carve a “Jack-o-lantem.” Back in Ireland it 
was carved from a turnip. One day Jack had a run- 
in with the devil and a legend was bom. After some 
shenanigans Jack managed to 
trap the devil up in a tree by 
carving a cross in the trunk; 
he then proceeded to make a 
deal with the devil and bar¬ 
gained for his soul before he 
would allow the devil out of 
the tree. The devil promised 
not to take his soul, so Jack 
wasn’t going to hell but he 
wasn’t going to heaven ei¬ 
ther. The deal resulted in 
Jack wandering between the 
two destinations, in eternal 
darkness. 

When Jack crossed the 
devil’s path once again, the 
devil threw a hot ember at 
him out of spite for tricking 
him up that tree. In his cleverness, Jack quickly hol¬ 
lowed out the turnip in his pocket and placed the ember 
inside. He now had a lantern to light his way as he 
wandered for eternity. The Scots called their turnips 
“bogies” which gave way to the term “bogie-man” as 
children ran scared with their turnip lanterns on the 
night of All Hallow’s Eve. I wonder if this has some¬ 
thing to do with the golf term “to bogey.” Golf did 
originate in Scotland and a turnip and a golf ball and 
one over par.well, you can see where this is going. 

Roasted pumpkin seeds 

Anyway, because of the availability and ease in 
carving, the pumpkin became the “Jack-o-lantem” of 
choice for Irish immigrants in the New World and this 
is the tradition that persists today. Pumpkins have been 
around for a long time, dating back to 7000 BC in the 
highlands of Mexico where they were prized for their 
seeds. The flesh of the wild species was bitter so they 
were harvested as gourds for use as storage vessels, 
rattles and utensils. The flesh of the pumpkin wasn’t 
used until after it had been cultivated for centuries. 

When the Pilgrims dined with the Wampanoag in 
the Northeast at the first so-called Thanksgiving they 
surely enjoyed roasted pumpkin seeds. So, don’t 
throw away those pumpkin seeds after you carve your 
“Jack-o-lantem.” Pumpkin seeds make a delicious and 
healthy snack. Let the seeds dry well before roasting 
them in the oven. Once dried, toss them with a little oil 
and salt. Spread the seeds evenly on a cookie sheet and 
roast at 350 degrees until they are golden brown, toss¬ 
ing them about on the cookie sheet a couple of times 
in the process. They are best when they are still a little 
bit warm.

Life lessons 
in the mud 

A lthough I personally don’t get the fascination 
with running races through mud, these days lots 
of people do. 

A few years ago, my two daughters did a mud race 
together. My oldest daughter, Alison, said the obstacles 
freaked her out and she doesn’t like climbing cargo nets 
and was leery of leaping over fire. 

“Otherwise, the mud was fun,” she said. “Once you 
commit to being muddy and know you’re going to feel 
gross and will be cleaning mud out of your ears for 
weeks after, it’s just plain fun.” 

Better her than me. Still, I’m slightly intrigued by 
it all, and if I wasn’t such a flabby, wimpy, weak and 
weak-kneed slug I might sign up for a race. 

Or maybe I’ll just run a mental mud race. 

But just in case I ever do decide to wallow and slop 
in liquid dirt, which I’m 99.99 percent sure I never will, 
I’ve been researching some tips for mud running. Actu¬ 
ally, the tips are good for everyday “clean” living too. 
Here are some of them: 

•Plan to finish. If your goal is finishing, then it 
shouldn’t matter how fast or how slow you go or how 
difficult the obstacles. To relate that to a life of faith, Re¬ 
formed theology has a doctrine called the “perseverance 
of the saints.” Simply put, that means we finish. 

It’s not that Christians finish because we grit our 
teeth and persevere, but that God, because of his tenac¬ 
ity, his persistence, his commitment to and relentless 
holding on of those who are his — a love that will not 
let go — we finish our race. When we fall, he picks us 
up, and if we can’t cross the finish line on our own, he 
carries us across it. 

•Get wet. Practice running in heavy wet clothes. 
Wear sweats or jeans and boots, jump in a lake and go 
for a run through sand or water, up hills or stairs. Then 
the day of the race wear Spandex or nylon shorts and 
lightweight shoes and you’ll be amazed at how much 
easier it is. 

Jesus said, “Come to me all you who labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you and learn from me, for I am gentle and lowly 

in heart, and you will 
find rest for your souls” 
(Matthew 11:28-29). 

Jesus takes our 
weighted, heavy bur¬ 
dens, our worries and 
cares and lightens our 
loads so we can run 
our race unencum¬ 
bered, even through 
mud. Also, it’s good to 
remember our past bur¬ 
dens so we can fully 
appreciate our current 
freedom. 

•Stay hydrated. It’s 
vital to have enough 
water. Without it, we 
die. The Bible refers to 
the effect of the Word 
of God as water that 
washes us (Ephesians 
5:26). The Word of God keeps us healthy, keeps us alive. 

•Join a team. One mud expert wrote: “You are more 
likely to stay strong to the end when you have some¬ 
one else running with you.” With my daughters, Alison 
would never have even entered the race if it wasn’t for 
Laura urging her on. Neither mud runs nor life are meant 
to be faced alone. We need each other in the muck and 
mire with us to comfort and encourage, to spur us on 
and hold us up. 

•Beware of/avoid the pits. Mud races are notorious 
for hiding mud pits as traps for unsuspecting runners. 
Experts say the pits are most often in the middle of the 
course, but not always. 

However, even the most experienced mud runners 
find themselves chin-deep in a mud hole, and even the 
strongest of faith fall into sin. I don’t know how to avoid 
mud pits, but I do know how to avoid sin — be alert and 
aware. I know my weaknesses and pray for strength to 
resist temptation. 

A long time ago I learned a Bible verse that says, 
“Thy word have I hid in my heart, that I might not sin 
against thee” (Psalm 119:11)1 still get muddy, but not as 
filthy as I probably could if I didn’t know God’s Word 
to guide me. 

•Take a before and after photo. The after photo is 
proof that you did it, that you put off your fear and ran 
the race. 

•Celebrate. Alison said, besides finishing the run 
without dying or losing her shorts, the best part was the 
meal afterwards. “We were so hungry — it was a 10- 
mile course — and the burrito I ate from Cafe Rio and 
frozen yogurt from Sweet Frog was probably the best¬ 
tasting food I’ve ever eaten,” she said. 

On the last day, God has a huge meal planned for 
all his people who have run their race through mud and 
rain, pain and pleasure, joy and sorrow, and we will 
surely be hungry. 

Who knows? Maybe we’ll get to eat burritos and fro 
yo.

“That must be the 
instrument Chloe and I 
heard earlier,” I said when 
we got upstairs and saw 
something that looked a 
little like a fiddle. Mr. B. 
picked up the instrument, 
put it in his lap and began 
strumming. 

“It’s an Appalachian 
dulcimer. Some folks call 
it the Kentucky dulcimer, 
the mountain dulcimer 
or the hog fiddle,” Mr. B.

part of the Appalachian 
Mountains. Every year 
we would go to “singing 
school” and learn how to 
read shape notes. Then 
we could sing four-part 
harmony.” 

“Please sing the song 
you sang earlier,” I begged, 
wanting to hear that song 
about the sour mountain. 

Chickens a-crowing on 
Sourwood Mountain, 

Hey, ho, diddle-um day. 

So many pretty girls I 
can’t count ’em, 

Hey, ho, diddle-um day. 

Mr. B. said that when 
folk songs or stories 
were passed down from 
generation to generation, 
people would change the 
words a little. I decided 
to change the song to 
Sourwoody Mountain. You 
should have seen Chloe 
and me dancing a jig, as 
Mr. B. called it, while he 
kept strumming. “Now let 
me see you pups clog.” 

“Clog? Is that like the 
moon walk or the electric 
slide?” I asked. 

“Not quite,” Mr. B. 
said, laughing. “Clogging 
is the official dance of the 
state of Kentucky. You 
use the heel or toe of your 
shoe to make a percussive 
sound on the floor to the 
downbeat of the music. 
Make sure you keep your 
knees loose. Can you 
guess where clogging 
originated?” 

“Apple-at-cha?: I 

asked, being careful to 
pronounce it correctly. 

“You got it!” 

“Do you know how 
to clog, Mr. B.?” Chloe 
asked. 

“I reckon so. Clogging 
is a folk dance. Like 
so many other things, 
clogging has been passed 


down through generations. 
My granny won second 
place in a national clog¬ 
ging competition back 
many a year ago. I never 
will forget when my Pa 
taught me to clog. Once I 
got older, I loved going to 
the lunchbox social and 
bidding on the prettiest 
girl’s basket. Then we 
would eat our lunch 
together, listen to music 
and clog.” 

I didn’t know why 
Mr. B. was wasting his 
time talking about girls 
when we could talk about 
clogging. Wanting to make 
the drumlike sounds on 
the floor while I clogged, 
I found my heaviest 
four shoes and put them 
on. Unfortunately, my 
heaviest shoes were my 
snow boots. Even with 
them on, I couldn’t seem 
to get the beat. 

“One of the keys to 
clogging, Woody, is to 
listen to the music,” Mr. 
B. explained. “Otherwise, 
you won’t hear the 
downbeat of the song, so 
use those ears of yours and 
listen carefully.” 

There was that listening 
word again. I did my best 
to listen. Mr. B. started 
singing another mountain 
song called Cripple Creek. 
Chloe seemed to pick up 
clogging easily. Maybe it 
was my shoes. They didn’t 
have the correct heel to 
make that drum sound. 

As they continued 
to sing and clog, I went 
downstairs to Mom’s 
closet. I searched but 
couldn’t find four shoes 
that were alike. I finally 
decided on four different 
high-heeled shoes, hoping 
the different heights of 
the heels would make the 
clogging sound stronger. 

Though it was difficult 
to walk back upstairs in 
four different high heels, 
it was worth it. I began 
kicking my heels to the 
beat of the music and 
stomping my feet so loud 
it sounded like airplanes 
flying over our house. 
The more I clogged, the 
more my family laughed, 
though I was unsure why. 
Before I knew it, I’d lost 
my footing and felt myself 
traveling through the air 
while I heard Mom say 
“Woooo-dddyyyyy ... .” 

I tried to open my eyes 
but couldn’t see anything. 
Just minutes ago, I was 
on the second floor of our 
house clogging with my 
sister. Now I was some¬ 
where on the first floor. I 
could hear Mom and Dad 
calling my name and felt 
someone wiping my head 
with a wet cloth. 

Finally my eyes fo¬ 
cused, and I saw Mom, 
Dad and Chloe staring 
down at me. I rubbed the 
goose egg on my head and 
was alarmed to find I was 
covered in blood.

Politics can be an ugly business 


I like the political pro¬ 
cess in this country, 
but I do not like the 
“politics” of politics. 

I’m so tired of trying to 
watch TV and I’m bom¬ 
barded with ads paid for 
by the Coalition of Ugly 
People Who Want to Beat 
This Guy or That Gal. 
Then there’s the “I am 
‘such and such’ and I ap¬ 
prove this message!” 

I’ve had many people 
tell me through the years 
that they know I’m a geek 
because I enjoy politics. 
I’ve heard other say that 
since I’m in the newspaper 
business, I must love the 
ad revenue that political 
ads bring in. 

As the manager of a 
small business, I’m glad 
for the advertising dollars, 
but that doesn’t mean that 
my or the Grant County 
News’ ethics will be com¬ 
promised or sold. Some¬ 
times that means you turn 
down a paid ad because 
it’s the right thing to do, 
especially one that calls 
into question the troubles 
of a candidate’s family 
member. 

The newspaper is a 
public forum for people to 
exchange ideas and I am 
always glad when the pub¬ 
lic writes a letter to the ed¬ 
itor to express an opinion. 
Last week’s News was full 
of letters of political en¬ 
dorsement. I am happy to 
publish people’s opinions 
on a candidate, but when 
the letter contains no opin¬ 
ion and is meant to embar¬ 
rass a candidate, then the 
newspaper isn’t the appro¬ 
priate venue for that type 
of letter. 


Personally Speaking 

is the opinion of the writer and 
does not necessarily reflect the 
editorial opinion of the 
newspaper. 


I have turned down sev¬ 
eral letters to the editor for 
several reasons. The main 
one being the letters en¬ 
dorsing a candidate came 
in after our deadline of 
Oct. 17. 

My rule has always 
been not to publish letters 
of endorsement or letters 
of a political nature the 
week before an election 
because IF a response 
were warranted by an op¬ 
ponent, without a cushion 
in between, there would be 
no time for the response to 
be published. 

After checking with 
the executive editor at 
our corporate offices in 
Shelbyville, it was deter¬ 
mined those letters should 
not be published, so they 
were not. 

If there’s one thing you 
have to do in this business 
is to grow a thick skin, 
especially during an elec¬ 
tion year. Elections seem 
to make normal, rational 
people become a little 
goofy. 

It’s not unusual for us 
to hear during an election 
year that we favor one 
candidate or the other and 
that’s not true. 

We treat each candi¬ 
date or party the same. All 
candidates were mailed by 
certified mail a candidates’ 
profile and questionnaire 
form with instructions that 
if they didn’t return it by 
the deadline their infor¬ 
mation would not be pub¬ 
lished in the Grant County 
News nor would they be 
allowed to participate in 
the “Meet The Candi¬ 
dates” Forum sponsored 
by the News and the Grant 
County Chamber of 
Commerce. Some candi¬ 
dates met those deadlines 
and others didn’t bother 
to take the time to fill it 
out. Other candidates 
filled it out but didn’t feel 
it necessary to attend the

forum. That’s the beauty 
of freedom of choice, but 
I must say and not just be¬ 
cause we co-sponsor the 
forum, but because I be¬ 
lieve it that if a candidate 
can’t bother to show up to 
tell me what they stand for, 
I’m going to have a hard 
time voting for them. 

I don’t normally re¬ 
spond to criticism on so¬ 
cial media, but feel I need 
to reiterate this point. The 
questions asked at the 
forum held on Oct. 16 
were written by myself 
and Bryan Marshall, staff 
writer here at the News. 
They were compiled from 
the candidates’ campaign 
materials, ads and profiles, 
as well as taken from the 
general public. 

No one and that means 
no candidate is given those 
questions in advance of 
the forum. 

Wade Gutman, execu¬ 
tive director of the cham¬ 
ber, nor Tracie Kinman 
Rothwell, administrative 
assistance to the chamber, 
even knows what they are. 

Candidates have never 
been given the questions 
in advance as long as I’ve 
been involved with hosting 
the forums and won’t be as 
long as I stay involved. 

Lastly, in dealing with 
elections, Ed like to apol¬ 
ogize and explain an er¬ 


ror that occurred in last 
week’s paper. Some of 
the candidate profiles that 
were published last week 
somehow got transposed 
and ended up being credit¬ 
ed to the wrong candidate. 

The profiles did have 
to be cut for length, which 
will be a lesson for us 
moving forward in mak¬ 
ing changes to the profile 
probably in the form of 
putting a word limit on 
answers and the number 
of community affiliations 
a candidate can list. 

We have investigated 
this thoroughly and the 
only thing we’ve been able 
to identify as the cause was 
a computer programming 
glitch, which caused some 
of the information to be 
jumbled.

HANKINS CHALLENGES PEEPLES 
TO BE GRANT’S NEXT JAILER 


BATTLE OF THE BOBBYS 
Young vs. Newman

Grant County Jailer Ter¬ 
ry Peeples wants to hang 
onto his seat for another 
four-year term, but will first 
have to fend off a challenge 
by Chris Hankins, a retired 
police officer. 

Peeples, a Democrat of 
Williamstown, was elected 
jailer in 2010. He is a U.S. 
Army veteran and Masonic 
Lodge. 

Hankins, a Republican 
from Crittenden, worked as 
a police officer for 20 years 
for the city of William¬ 
stown and was a former 
corrections officer in Ken¬ 
ton County. He currently 
drives a truck for Crupper 
Transport and member of 
the Kentucky Peace Offi¬ 
cers. 

Peeples’ administration 
has been plagued by law¬ 
suits from former and cur¬ 
rent employees; the most 
recent one being filed last 
week. See story in this is¬ 
sue. Peeples said he is the 
best person for the job be¬ 
cause he has made major 
improvements and has a 
plan to accomplish more in 
the next four years. 

“I am the only candi¬ 
date who has the business 
knowledge and experience 
to manage a multi-million 
dollar budget and to run 
and operate a jail facility,” 
Peeples said. 

Hankins believes that 
the jail’s image needs im¬ 
provement. 

“I want to restore the 
respect, accountability and 
service of our detention fa¬ 
cility. I am confident I can 
make a positive change,” 
Hankins said. 

Below are responses to 
questions about specific is¬ 
sues at the detention center: 

Lawsuits: 

Peeples - “Nobody likes 
to get sued and nobody 
wants to see their name on 
the front of a newspaper. 
We’ve had far less than 
my predecessor and some 
of them are personal in na¬ 
ture. I don’t want to have 
lawsuits. I would like for 
the legal system to require 
a burden of proof but until 
that happens we’ll do the 
best we can.” 

Hankins - “The jail is 
always going to have law¬ 
suits, more than likely of 
some sort. We’re not go¬ 
ing to have unnecessary 
lawsuits. My staff will be 
trained to be responsible, 
respectful and accountable.

Those are principals I live 

by.” 

Escapes/walkaways 

Peeples - “We’ve come 
up with a plan and have 
now equipped all the un¬ 
locked Class D doors with a 
screeching alarm if they are 
opened. The Department 
of Corrections has agreed 
to let me local three of the 
exterior doors in an effort 
to prevent the inmates from 
getting to the fence. Boone 
County is the only jail with 
less walk offs than us.” 

Hankins - “A walkway 
is an escape no matter how 
you look at it. If you’re in 
custody and haven’t been 
released by the courts and 
you leave the facility it is 
an escape. You are housing 
people that have been put 
there for wrongdoing. It’s 
definitely not a nice place 
to be and every detention 
center has problems but 
the problems needs to be 
handled appropriately and 
professionally.” 

Part-time vs. full time 
employees: 

Peeples - “I was a big 
advocate for part time em¬ 
ployees and still am but 
part-time employees are 
harder to get and retain 
because we’re a 24/7 op¬ 
eration. To make sure the 
shifts are staffed, we added 
nine full-time positions 
and now we have adequate 
staffing,” 

Hankins - “At one point 
I was not in favor of not 
many part-time employees, 
maybe on a standby basis 
if I needed to call them in 
to cover but I don’t want a 
bunch of part-time people. 
I’m not opposed to it but 
feel a full-time employee 
will be more dedicated to 
the job.” 

Maintenance 
of facility: 

Peeples - “The future 
expenses for the building 
will be a major concern. 
We need to identify prob¬ 
lems early and replace over 
time. It’s easier to come up 
with smaller payments. My

suggestion is to go green 
and replace with spontane¬ 
ous heaters that heat water 
as you need it, which will 
save money over the long 
haul.” 

Hankins - “From what 
I understand there are a 
lot of maintenance issues, 
problems with the electric, 
heating and air condition¬ 
ing and kitchen equipment. 
That will all have to be tak¬ 
en before the fiscal court, 
especially if there’s not 
money in the jail budget to 
fix them.” 

Federal prisoners: 

Peeples - “We will not 
be getting back federal 
prisoners any time soon. It 
doesn’t have to do with the 
Grant County Detention 
Center. The federal govern¬ 
ment is releasing federal 
prisoners about 1,000 per 
day because they can’t af¬ 
ford to house them. The 
U.S. Marshal Service has 
down sized in Kentucky 
and they don’t have the 
staff to handle federal pris¬ 
oners.” 

Hankins - “The first 
thing that has to be done 
is to get the detention fa¬ 
cility properly prepared. I 
think once we got the facil¬ 
ity at the proper standards, 
then maybe we can get the 
U.S. Marshals to talk about 
bringing them back.” 

Management style/ 
changes: 

Peeples - “I am a del¬ 
egator. I have key people in 
positions to run key areas of 
the facility. I expect them to 
do their job. Before mak¬ 
ing a decision at the facil¬ 
ity, I bring in the command 
staff and we discuss it and 
then decide together what 
to do. If I could do anything 
over, I hired some people I 
shouldn’t have hired.” 

Hankins - “I believe I’m 
pretty much by the book. I 
try to do the right thing and 
try to make sure my em¬ 
ployees do the right thing 
that’s why they’ll be held 
accountable and respon¬ 
sible for what they do.”

The battle for the third 
district magisterial seat is 
a battle of the Bobbys as 
Bobby Young, a Demo¬ 
crat, attempts to fend off 
a challenge from Bobby 
Newman, a Republican. 

Both Bobbys reside 
in Crittenden. Young is a 
sales for HD Supply and 
Newman is a retired cap¬ 
tain with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife. 

Young has served on 
the fiscal court for eight 
years, while Newman 
previously served on the 
Crittenden City Council. 

Politics is in Young’s 
blood as his father served 
as the county clerk in 
Owen County for many 
years. 

“I have always been 
involved in politics and 
running for office was al¬ 
ways a part of my plan,” 
Young said. 

For Newman, who 
works part time for the 
Grant County Sheriff’s 
Department at the Grant 
County Justice Center, 
running for fiscal court is 
a continuation of public 
service. 

“I feel I can be a 
stronger voice in making 
decisions for the county 
and continue to serve the 
community by running 
for magistrate,” Newman 
said. 

The two Bobby’s have 
different stances on the 
issues. Here are their re¬ 
sponses. 

Law enforcement: 

Newman - “I definitely 
think there’s not enough 
and it definitely needs to 
be addressed by the court. 
Presence is the greatest 
law enforcement tool you 
have because visibility 
deters crime as much as 
anything.” 

Young - “The sheriff’s 
department and the state 
police do a great job. The 
sheriff does a great job 
utilizing his 16 deputies 
of which eight are as¬ 
signed as road deputies. 
He has money in the bud¬ 
get for a new hire and this 
is in the process. As far as 
coverage, Grant County 
is a large county and the 
sheriff’s deputies always 
respond as quickly as 
possible. The state police 
also respond in a timely 
manner as well.”

Budget: 

Young - “We have 
been able to have a bal¬ 
anced budget the eight 
years I have been on the 
court without raising 
taxes. The court will al¬ 
ways be challenged in 
developing a balanced 
budget. The citizens of 
Grant County deserve the 
best services, and we try 
to provide those without 
putting a tax burden on 
the citizens.” 

Newman - “The bud¬ 
get is one of the greatest 
concerns we’ll have to 
face the next four years. 
We’ll have to take it a day 
at a time one division at 
a time. The fiscal court is 
about providing service 
for the public.” 

infrastructure: 

Newman - “There’ll 
be so much change com¬ 
ing with the Ark. The 
infrastucture, including 
roads needs to be ad¬ 
dressed and we’ll have 
to partner with the state 
and federal government 
to do that. Without infra¬ 
structure, improvements 
at that exit there will be 
no Ark.” 

Young - “With the Ark 
moving forward as sched¬ 
uled, the City of William¬ 
stown, fiscal court and the 
State Transportation De¬ 
partment has been work¬ 
ing hard to make sure the 
infrastructure is in place. 
This process has been go¬ 
ing on for a long time and 
proper preparation for the 
Ark is coming together.” 

Parks and 
recreation: 

Young - “Our Parks 
and Recreation Depart¬ 
ment do a great job. 
There are several ac¬ 
tivities that they plan 
throughout the year. Also 
soccer and baseball have 
done a great job in their 
programs. I have only 
heard positives in regard

to activities for the youth 
of Grant County.” 

Newman - “Kids are 
our future. We’ve got 
to do everything in our 
power to have activities 
for the kids, which will 
help to keep them out 
of trouble. I spent most 
of my career working 
around kids in teaching 
them boating and hunting 
and fishing safety as a fish 
and wildlife officer. I’m 
not interested in cutting 
programs and we can’t let 
our kids down.” 

Business growth: 

Newman - “We’ve 
got to do everything in 
our power to attract busi¬ 
ness. For years, the Grant 
County Fiscal Court 
has depended solely on 
the backs of the taxpay¬ 
ers with taxes from our 
homes and properties. 
Grant County won’t have 
a future unless we attract 
more businesses.” 

Young - “The fiscal 
court is always encourag¬ 
ing more business growth 
in the county. The cham¬ 
ber of commerce and the 
IDA are working hard to 
bring good paying jobs to 
the county.” 

Jail: 

Young - “The jailer is 
elected to run the deten¬ 
tion center and is respon¬ 
sible for his employees. 
As a magistrate, we set 
the budget for the jail and 
the jailer follows the pro¬ 
posed budget.” 

Newman - “I feel like 
I’ve got a lot of insight 
into that facility because 
I’ve been part of law 
enforcement. I am con¬ 
cerned about the facility 
itself because of main¬ 
tenance issues. The first 
thing I’d want to do is 
conduct a budget and 
maintenance audit to 
know what was needed 
there.”

The suit says that male deputies had 
to restrain Peeples at the detention cen¬ 
ter’s Christmas Party in Jan. 2013. 

“The allegations regarding sexual 
comments and solicitations are a lie,” 
Peeples said. 

Skinner said that Peeples took a 
female companion with him to the 2014 
Kentucky Jailer’s Conference and 
skipped many seminars, which the 
detention center paid for him to attend. 

Peeples said he did not use public 
funds for personal gain. 

“I have been an excellent steward of 
public funds as indicated by my state 
audits,” Peeples said. 

The lawsuit said that Peeples forced 
Skinner to write “accusatory statements 
against other GCDC employees on 
Peeples behalf, mostly charging other 
employees of the GCDC of various 
inappropriate acts detrimental to their 
continued employment.” 

These statements, according to the 
lawsuit, were introduced by Peeples in 
at least one of the pending lawsuits 
brought against him by former employ¬ 
ees. 

To date, Peeples has been sued by six 
other employees. 

“I comply with all governing docu¬ 
mentation retention policies and have 
never destroyed documents or directed 
any employee of mine to destroy docu¬ 
ments that the law said we must keep,” 
Peeples said. 

Skinner said Peeples told him to lie 
during depositions and if he didn’t he’d 
be terminated. 

Skinner’s lawsuit claims that Peeples 
began to “make personal and even phys¬ 
ical threats against others that had 
crossed him and (Skinner) began to also 
fear for his personal safety and well¬ 
being.” 

The lawsuit also claims that Skinner 
was directed to seek medical treatment 
exclusively through Dr. Michelle 
Willoby, Peeples’ wife, and that she 
shared Skinner’s medical information 
with her husband, which would be a 
violation of privacy laws. 

Peeples acknowledges that security 
cameras have been installed at the facil¬ 
ity because they are for the safety and 
security of the staff and inmates. 

“It is posted on the front door and 
around the facility that both video and 
audio recordings are taking place,” 
Peeples said. 

Skinner said he also took concerns 
about issues at the jail to County 
Attorney Joe Taylor and Grant County 
Judge-Executive Darrell Link. 

Skinner claims that Peeples demand¬ 
ed that he “chauffer” Peeples each work 
day and made him wait until Peeples 
directed to take him to the next place. 
Skinner also alleges that Peeples made 
him drive Peeples around the county as 
part of Peeples’ re-election campaign. 

Skinner was found guilt of domestic 
violence charges on July 31 after an 
altercation with his wife. He was fined 
$500 plus court costs, but wasn’t sen¬ 
tenced to jail time or probation. 

Peeple’s said if Skinner was found 
guilty of the charges, he would be termi¬ 
nated, but later said he was going to 
keep him on staff because of other jail 
administrator’s being out on leave and 
Skinner being the only one who could 
bill the state and process payroll at the 
jail. 

Skinner is still employed at the jail, 
but is on short-term disability leave fol¬ 
lowing an injury that occurred away 
from the facility, Peeples said. 

Peeples is seeking re-election for a 
second term as jailer. He is running 
against Chris Hankins, a former assis¬ 
tant police chief in Williamstown. 

“The lawsuit is a work of fiction and 
the voters should make their decision 
based on facts,” Peeples said. “I am the 
most experienced and qualified candi¬ 
date for Grant County Jailer.”

RILEY, WILLOUGHBY VIE FOR 1ST DISTRICT SEAT

With long-time magistrate 
Richard Austin vying to become 
judge-executive, the first dis¬ 
trict’s fiscal court still will be 
filled by a new face. 

The race pits Republican 
Jacqalynn Riley against 
Democrat Royce “Rusty” 
Willoughby. 

A member of Fitness for Life 
Around Grant County, Riley has 
been serving onthe Wilhamstown 
City Council since 2013. 

Willoughby is the manager 
of Grant County Farm 
Equipment. 

Both candidates express the 
importance of a balanced budget 
where tax dollars are spent on 
priorities and need. 

“I am trying to communicate 
to the voters of district one that 
the county must live within its 
means, we must improve our 
roads and infrastmcture and the 
need for community involve¬ 
ment from all our citizens,” 
Willoughby said. “The voters’ 
main concern is the lack of good 
jobs in the county. We must 
make Grant County a business- 
friendly place and promote com¬ 
merce.” 

Riley stresses increasing 
communication between the city 
and county government, focus¬ 
ing on improving infrastmcture 
and the safety of citizens and 
being the “voice of the south end 
of the county.” 

“I’ve expressed to voters that 
I’m well qualified, that my per¬ 
sonal and professional experi¬ 
ences have well equipped me for 
the role of magistrate,” Riley 
said. 

Below is a taste of the view of 
both candidates on specific 
issues. 

Police protection 

Willoughby - “The current 
combination of the state police, 
the sheriff’s department and the 
cities’ police department does an 
excellent job of keeping our

community safe. As the county 
grows with more population and 
revenue, we must ensure that the 
funding for our sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment increases to keep pace with 
the growth.” 

Riley- “Eight road deputies 
to cover a county that spans 261 
miles is not adequate. I support 
increasing the number of road 
deputies. Funding would be 
addressed by re-prioritizing how 
we spend the tax dollars we cur¬ 
rently collect, in addition to bet¬ 
ter marketing our community to 
outside businesses and industry 
to increase our tax base. We must 
focus on eliminating/reducing 
the dmg epidemic and overall 
crime rate and in order to this we 
must better educate our children/ 
citizens and have a larger police 
presence.” 

Financial state of the county 

Riley- “From the information 
I’m aware of today, and attend¬ 
ing fiscal court meetings, I 
understand the county is cur¬ 
rently financially sound. 
However, there is always a need 
to increase our tax base and to 
also prioritize where we spend 
our money, just like you and I do 
with our own personal budgets. 
Future needs should be identi¬ 
fied and accessed through mas¬ 
ter planning, in partnership with 
all local cities, taking into 
account city master plans and 
our county comprehensive 
plan.” 

Willoughby- “Our outgoing 
members of the fiscal court have 
been excellent stewards of our 
tax payer dollars. The budget is

in the black and there is money 
in the bank. We must continue to 
be fiscally responsible and watch 
every penny of the revenue we 
receive from the hard working 
people of Grant County.” 

Detention Center 

Willoughby- “The jail 
requires 260 prisoners to break 
even. We are currently averaging 
above 360 inmates on a daily 
basis. This has allowed the jail to 
become self sufficient. That 
being said, the building itself is 
starting to show its age. New air 
conditioning units are going to 
be required as well as upgrades 
to the laundiy system. With the 
jail now paying for its own way, 
this will help reduce the cost of 
these upgrades on the tax pay¬ 
ers.” 

Riley- “Fortunately, I was 
employed at the jail for almost 
five years, holding a variety of 
roles. I’m aware of budget and 
the operational challenges that 
come with running a large facil¬ 
ity. The fiscal court needs to 
support the operations of the jail 
as necessaiy; assist the elected 
jailer in running smooth opera¬ 
tions, ensure adequate hiring 
practices are maintained, a well 
outlined training program exist, 
with rock solid policies and pro¬ 
cedures known by all jail staff, 
and lastly that the work environ¬ 
ment from an human resources 
standpoint is healthy. Focusing 
on being proactive with the daily 
operations of the jail will help 
the facility minimize their risk of 
litigation, which is what taxpay¬ 
ers’ want.” 


Ark Encounter preparation 

Riley- “Grant County, more 
specifically Wilhamstown, has 
been working on the infrastmc¬ 
ture in preparation of the Ark for 
the past few years. Mayor Rick 
Skinner, along with county and 
state representatives and Mike 
Zovath, the Ark Encounter 
President, are in constant com¬ 
munications. This solid collabo¬ 
ration should continue, focusing 
on roadways, water supply, safe¬ 
ty/protection and additional eco¬ 
nomic development.” 

Willoughby- “The Ark proj¬ 
ect is scheduled to be open for 
business in the spring of 2016. 
The state funding for the new 
upgrades to the 154 exit is cur¬ 
rently scheduled to hit in 2017. 
That money has to be brought 
forward to meet the demands of 
more traffic and visitors to our 
county. Other than that the coun¬ 
ty is ready to go to work and take 
advantage of the opportunities 
that this project will provide.” 

Recreation opportunities 

Willoughby- “No citizen of 
Grant County should be more 
than five minutes from a park. 
Right now, district one is not 
meeting this standard. The 
Keefer area and the Cordova 
area need parks. Green spaces 
and areas for community play 
are integral to making Grant 
County a livable and sustain¬ 
able community.” 

Riley- “Wake up Grant 
County. There is a lot to do in 
this community. Look in the 
newspapers, on social media, 
what information is sent home 
with your children from our 
local schools, etc... I grew up 
in this county, and was never 
bored as a child. Over the past 
two decades, only more pro¬ 
grams have been offered. 
People are quick to complain 
and not look for themselves at 
the amount of opportunities 
that exist. There are just as 
many programs/opportunities 
for adults to participate in as 
well.” 


HAMMONS, C0LDIR0N UP FOR 2ND

Wanda Hammons will try to 
keep her second magisterial 
seat in a race against challenger 
Shawna Coldiron. 

An emergency medical tech¬ 
nician with Rural Metro, 
Hammons was appointed mag¬ 
istrate following former magis¬ 
trate Brian Linder’s election as 
state representative. 

Coldiron is a customer ser¬ 
vice representative for Owen 
Electric. 

“People are concerned about 
who to vote for and about 
change,” said Coldiron, a 
Republican. “At minimal, two 
positions are being seated with 
new people, the judge-execu¬ 
tive and magistrate, district 
three and the county can feasi¬ 
bly be dealing with an entire 
new fiscal court. Title IX of the 
Kentucky Revised Statutes pro¬ 
vides a sound structure of how 
the county government is to 
run. I urge all to vote for the 
most qualified candidate, one 
with integrity, who is honest 
and accountable.” 

While out campaigning 
Hammons, a Democrat, said 
citizens have expressed concern 
about the beautification of the 
county and the change growth 
may bring. 

“They want to keep our 
county beautiful,” she said. “We 
do an excellent job picking the 
trash up with the youth and the 
grants that we have. But, these 
homes that are deteriorating, 
there just has to be another way. 
They’re a little concerned about 
change. They want to keep their 
hometown feel. They want to 
know, are we ready? In some 
spots, we’re not ready. But, 
we’ll stay after it.” 

The candidates also gave 
their view on several other 
issues impacting Grant County.

Police protection 

Coldiron- “I believe Grant 
County has a very dedicated 
law enforcement department 
that strives to protect its citizens 
and provide a safe community 
where one can live and work. In 
assessing its current state, our 
sheriff’s department is lacking 
in human resources, equipment 
and technology. I would like to 
see the sheriff’s department 
staffed at the appropriate level 
required to protect our commu¬ 
nity and one that provides a safe 
working environment for those 
officers on duty. This would be 
accomplished through consen¬ 
sus building by the sheriff and 
the fiscal court. The funds need 
to be provided by prioritizing 
the budget to meet the needs 
required.” 

Hammons- “We are short- 
handed on our law enforce¬ 
ment, especially at our sheriff’s 
office. I met with the sheriff and 
the captain at (Kentucky State 
Police) and looking at the 
growth of our county and we 
need additional deputies. I think 
that’s going to happen first of 
the year. I think he’ll have the 
support there. The need is there 
and the funding is really there, 
too...I believe that we’ll start 
out with at least one deputy. 
That’s the first step with a 
Tahoe. Then, we’ll see how it 
goes. My goal is to have at least 
four (additional deputies) in the 



next four years, but it could be 
more the way the county’s 
growing.” 

Financial state of the county 

Hammons- “We have a great 
financial budget. We just got 
our report and our cash balance 
is great. Our investments, we’re 
looking at $2 million. That’s a 
lot of money that a lot of coun¬ 
ties don’t have. Looking at the 
projected revenue, you always 
want more, but you don’t want 
to tax people. I feel good in 
what we have in our account 
now and what we’ve budgeted. 
But, you always have to be 
ready for that emergency and 
prepare ahead.” 

Coldiron- “Currently, Grant 
County mns a balanced budget 
with a minimal surplus. We 
consistently meet our debt ser¬ 
vices and have a good bond 
rating. The minimal surplus is 
slowly deteriorating primarily 
due to the higher cost demand 
on goods and services, debt 
service of the jail and a slow 
economic recovery. To plan for 
our future, we must increase our 
minimal surplus with revenue 
producing resources in mind. 
The Ark Encounter is a step 
toward one revenue source. A 
financial and operating analysis 
of the jail is another area of 
concentration. Lastly, a respon¬ 
sible fiscal court should deter¬ 
mine and prioritize the needs 
and visions (wants) and develop

a road map to get there.” 

Detention Center 

Coldiron- “Revenues from 
the general fund have been used 
annually to cover the debt ser¬ 
vice of the jail. Any operational 
revenue from the jail will pro¬ 
vide money back into the gen¬ 
eral fund. A complete analysis, 
both financial and operational, 
to determine what can be done 
to increase this revenue, will be 
a plus.” 

Hammons- “As a magis¬ 
trate, the main concern, since 
(the jailer) is an elected official 
is that he stays within the bud¬ 
get. I can honestly say that I 
believe the budget is in pretty 
good shape at the jail. Now, any 
mmors or any employee issues, 
you never like to see any nega¬ 
tive news in the media. But, it is 
what it is.. .But, I want to make 
sure everybody is being treated 
right over there. That’s a main 
concern of mine, too. I have 
some concerns.” 

Ark Encounter preparation 

Hammons- “There is already 
money appropriated for exit 
154. That’s going to be the main 
concern, the vehicles and the 
traveling coming in. We’re 
meeting a lot...I think we’re 
moving in the right direction, 
but it’s going to take a lot more 
meetings and a lot of coopera¬ 
tion with the mayor of 
Williamstown and their city 
council. It’s going to be a big 
change quickly but a good 
change.” 

Coldiron- “I believe the 
infrastructure as we see it today 
is ready for the project. The fact 
that the project is being com¬ 
pleted in phases will allow for 
realignments as we proceed. I 
also have faith in the Ark 
Encounter project management 
team.”

“Everyone has their own style,” 
Austin said. “You’ve got to have good 
people with you, but they’ve got to be 
responsible. 

Austin said citizens also have to 
realize that while there are similarities 
between government and business, 
they are also different. 

“If you want to make a correction 
today with the way you’re running 
your business, then you do it, but with 
government it takes a little longer,” 
Austin said. 

Austin said the success of the coun¬ 
ty won’t rest solely on his shoulders, 
but will be a team effort with the fiscal 
court. 

“I hope people will look at my re¬ 
cord and see how I’ve performed in 
this past, but I’ve got to have three 
good people with me because I need 
them to help me make decisions and 
define what the next four years will 
look like,” Austin said. 

The two candidates shared their 
views on specific issues. Here are 
those responses: 

Law enforcement 

Austin - “It’s the sheriff’s decision 
how he spends the money the court al¬ 
locates. I’d like to see better manage¬ 
ment of the funds they are given. We 
give the sheriff more money, percent¬ 
age wise, more money than any other 
county in the state. We could put more 
but how many deputies do people want 
or need to feel safe? I have always 
supported the sheriff’s department and 
have always voted to approve money 
for them. There could be additional 
money put in the budget, but I’d like to 
see more accountability and a little bit 
more management of the money that’s 
been given them.” 


Wood - I’d like to go to other coun¬ 
ties our size and see what size law 
enforcement they have. I personally 
think we need one to two more depu¬ 
ties not because they can stop crime. I 
plan to look at this issue and spend our 
money wisely. I’ll need to know how 
many Kentucky State Police patrol the 
county and what Williamstown does.” 

Budget: 

Wood - “I plan to go through the 
budget with a fine tooth comb and look 
at what we’ve got and plan to priori¬ 
tize the most important issues, which 
are safety and roads. I’ve got a couple 
of judge-executives who will come in 
and look at the budget with me. I re¬ 
ally don’t want to raise taxes.” 

Austin - “As long as we continue to 
budget as we have in the past, there’s 
adequate funds there. We have to be 
responsible with how allocate those 
funds. People don’t want another tax 
increase, especially during tough eco¬ 
nomic times. We’ve got $1 million in 
surplus, which isn’t a lot. You have to 
say no sometimes and manage what 
you have.” 

Jail 

Austin - “The jailer is responsible 
for the jail. We speak to him through 
the budget, but we can’t tell him how 
to run the jail. He’s an elected offi¬ 
cial and he’s responsible for spending 
those funds. Terry Peeples has done a 
good job of keeping the beds full and 
the state has done a good job of paying 
on a 30-day basis.” 

Wood - “I toured the jail a year ago 
and saw maintenance that needs to be 
done including heating and air con¬ 
ditioning not working. We won’t get 
federal prisoners at all until we meet 
the standards. I hear a lot of comments 
that people aren’t happy with the jail. 


It must be run properly.” 

Business growth 

Wood - “We need to grow. If we 
want more amenities we have to grow. 
We are positioned to grow and do so 
many things. The chamber is doing a 
good job and the Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Authority, but the judge needs to 
be involved with that.” 

Austin - “I think what the judge and 
court can do is limited. I think you’ve 
got to have a favorable tax rate. We’ve 
got the infrastructure there. I think 
people will come and locate where 
property is available.” 


Quality of life/ 

Parks and recreation 

Austin - “I wanted to buy property 
in Williamstown, with the help of Dry 
Ridge and Williamstown to partner 
together and build a recreation center 
with walking trails. At the south end 
of the county, I believe getting a fire¬ 
house built with room for an ambu¬ 
lance are quality of life issues. 

Wood - “I think there’s a lot for 
kids to do. My question is why don’t 
more kids participate. I’d like to have 
a theatre and bowling alley but there 
aren’t enough people that live here for 
those. I’ve heard 30,000 is the magic 
number.” 

Seeking election: 

Wood - “I want this job and I want 
to do a good job. I want to take the pol¬ 
itics out because it’s not about being in 
a political party or clique.” 

Austin - “I hope people look at me 
and see I’ve been here 21 years and 
that gives me a certain level of experi¬ 
ence.”

Wells- “Funding is indeed a serious issue 
with the city. Last year, the city passed a pay¬ 
roll tax increase to supplement the general 
fund. This increase added some $300,000 
to the city budget At the current spending 
levels, that increase will not be sufficient to 
sustain the city for very long. That’s why 
we must reevaluate the way the city is cur¬ 
rently doing business to weed out wasteful 
spending, evaluate underperforming service 
agreements, identify ways to continue pro¬ 
viding services for the city residents while 
maintaining a balanced budget.” 

Police protection 

Wells- “Seven years ago when the city 
entered into the contract with Williamstown, 
both the City of Williamstown and the City 
of Dry Ridge had an obligation to re-evalu¬ 
ate the agreement on a yearly basis to deter¬ 
mine if the needs of the citizens were being 
adequately met. I feel the city has failed to 
identify deficiencies in the endeavor and the 
citizens of the city have made it clear to me 
that they don’t feel they are getting adequate 
police protection. This issue will be a top pri¬ 
ority for me if elected. Funding for this issue 
will depend on the findings of our evalua¬ 
tion and will likely be addressed in the next 
budget” 

Crupper- “I tliink the contract we have 
with Williamstown (Police) is doing us a 
good job. With ours (police cliief) during 
the daytime, I tliink it works out real good. I 
think everytliing runs good. I wouldn’t want 
to chance nothing. I tliink the number of po¬ 
lice will be fine (after the Ark 

Encounter opens) with as many sheriff 
and state police we got driving around here 
during the day.”

Recreation opportunities 

Coldiron- “The parks and recreation pro¬ 
grams are an asset to this community. Grant 
County is still in a population deficit in attract¬ 
ing entertainment offerings that you see north 
of our county. I don’t foresee much investment 
in this area until the county population hits the 
30,000+ level. I believe The Ark Encounter, 
bringing more industrial businesses to the 


get a lot of spin off from it with as many mo¬ 
tels and everything we have.

Wells- “Since the Ark project is not lo¬ 
cated in the city limits, Dry Ridge has the 
most to gain in the short term of the project 
Dry Ridge has a good base of food, lodging 
and shopping destinations that will attract 
initial dollars to the local economy. What is 
important, however, is positioning the city to 
attract long term investments that will satisfy 
future guests of the park. The city will need 
to identify and address infrastructure needs 
to support whatever new business’ locate 
with us and identify ways to reduce the red 
tape for shovel ready projects.” 

Fire department funding 

Wells- “The $25 voluntary fire fee has 
proven less than adequate to provide the 
current level of fire and emergency medical 
services. Last year, the city received $68,000 
from the voluntary fire fees. Only a drop in 
the bucket to the $1.03 million dollar bud¬ 
get the city had to provide that service. We 
will have to reevaluate and identify ways 
to provide an adequate level of service for 
areas outside the city limits that are only 
contributing a fraction of the revenue that is 
required to operate the service... We must 
look at new ways to provide the services and 
look at the redundancy and overlapping of 
services to determine if more efficient ways 
of providing services are available and most 
importantly tear down the walls of obstruc¬ 
tion so that all residents both in and out of 
the city continue to receive the high level of 
care and service they deserve.” 

Crupper- “I think maybe in the future 
the ($25 voluntary fire fee) might have to 
be raised a little bit. Right now, I think it’s 
working OK.”
